Edward Penno Now Has a 
Fractured Pelvis. 


HIS BROKEN NECK MENDED. 


HE WILL HAVE TO SPEND SEVER- 
AL MONTHS IN THE CITY 
HOSPITAL, 


TRIPPED BY A WIRE FENCE. 


The Teamster Who Recovered After 
Breaking Three of His Vertebrae 
Returns to Dr. Sutter’s Care 
for Another Operation. 


As Edward Penno completely recovered 
after having his neck broken, he does not 
worry much about his broken pelvis, which 
is his reason now for being in the City 
Hospital. 

Penno is a teamster and lives at 2206 Col- 
lege avenue. He is 46 years old and has 
a wife and five children. He is a stolid 
German and views his misfortunes stoic- 
ally. 

A few nights ago he was walking in the 
stable lot at the rear of his home. It was 
dark. Some children had been playing 
in the yard. They had taken two iron 
bars about eighteen inches high and driven 
them in the ground ten feet apart. Three 
pieces of wire were fastened to them and 
a fence more than a foot high was made. 

Penno heard a noise in the stable and he 
ran out to see about the disturbance. He 
was running rapidly when his foot caught 
and he was thrown violently to the ground. 
He alighted on a stone and when the doc- 
cors examined him it was found his pelvis 
was fractured. Dr. Sutter says the injury 
is serious and it will confine Penno to his 
bed for several months. 

Penno had his neck broken Nov. 27, 18%. 
He was driving a heavy load of coal south 
on Grand avenue, near the Water Tower. 
He was on the street car track and when 
the warning gong sounded he attempted to 
turn out. The wheels did not leave the track 
promptly and he applied the whip. The 
horses gave a sudden lurch and Penno was 
thrown from his lofty seat to the street car 
track. | 

He alighted on his back squarely across 
one of the rails. The back of his head struck 
the paved ground and he was rendered un- 
conscious. He was picked up and carried to 
his home. A physician was @ailed and it 
was found that Penno was completely par- 
alvzed. He could move neither hand nor 
foot. He regained his senses after awhile 
and said he could feel no pain. His skull 
was not fractured, and the doctor con- 
cluded that Penno’s spine was injured and 
recommended that he be sent to the City 
Hospital. 

Dr, Sutter made a thorough examination 
and found that the patient’s principal in- 
juries consisted of an ugly fracture of three 
of his cervical vertebrae. He decided on 
laminectomy as the only thing that would 
save his patient’s life. If the operation 
proved successful the paralysis would dis- 
appear, the doctor explained, but the oper- 
ation was a most dangerous one, and the 
chances were against his recovery. Penno 
was anxious for the operation. 

After he had been in the .hospital for 
nearly two weeks he was operated on. He 
was laid on the operating table, face down- 
ward. The flesh and muscles of the neck 
were laid back and the spinal column bared. 
The doctor saw his diagnoses was correct. 
The vertabrae were ‘fractured. and the 
Boots were pushing against the spinal cord. 

he spinal cord was itself injured. One of 
the pieces of bone had pressed against it 
80 much that it was strained almost to the 
breaking point. Dr. Sutter removed the 
broken bones and wired the vertabrae into 
position, 

For several days it was doubtful whether 
the operation would be a success. On the 
third morning when Dr. Sutter made his 
rounds he was delighted to note an im- 
provement. Penno said he felt some better 
and told the doctor he could move his foot. 
It was ever so little, but {t was something, 
and the patient and physician were encour- 
aged. After that the improvement was 
rapid. In a week Penno had comparatively 
free use of both legs, but could not stand 
on them, Tater the use of h's arms was 
restored, and when he was discharged on 
May 20 he was as well as ever. : 
He returned to his work and did not misg 
a day until he met with the last accident 
that landed him in the hospital and prom- 
ises to keep him there for another period. 
Penno says he is getting used to misfor- 
tune and does not mind It. 

“The doctor tells me Iam not hurt nearly 
s0 badly this time,” he says, ‘“‘and I 
he knows. But I know the pain is much 
greater, When I had my neck broken I felt 
a pain. Now every time I move it hurts 
ne, 

“It does seem that I am having more than 
my share of misfortune, but I guess I have 
no right to complain for many a man would 
never have got well from the broken neck.

NEW YORK, Nov. 10.— Mrs. Augusta 
Nack, the midwife who has been in prison 
since July on the charge of being implicated 
with Martin Thorn in the murder of Wil- 
liam Guldensuppe, has made a complete 
confession in court of her connection with 
the crime. She was placed on the stand 
this morning by the prosecution and under 
questioning by the lawyers told the whole 
ghastly story in detail. 

Judge Smith, accompanied by District 
Attorney Walter Jay Cox of Suffolk Coun- 
ty, took his seat on the bench when ‘he 
hour for openfng court arrived. The twelve 
jurymen took their places in the jury 
box and Thorn, handcuffed to Capt. Meth- 
ven, came in a minute later and shook 
hands with his counsel. 

The latter informed the prisoner for the 
first time of the confession of Mrs. Nack, 
and Thorn’s face flushed. Mr. Howe hand- 
ed his client a copy of a morning paper 
bearing a large headline, which read. 

“Mrs, Nack Has Turned State’s Evi- 
dence.” 

Thorn gazed at it intently and then hand- 
ed back the paper. At sixteen minutes to 
ten the main door of the court-house 
opened and Mre. Nack, accompanied by her 
lawyer and Deputy Sheriff Debragga, 
walked up the center of the court. 

Thorn eyed her closely as she stood with- 
in a yard of him, but she avoided his gaze. 
She was soon placed on the stand, and, un- 
der the examination of Judge Weller, began 
the recital of her story, leading up to the 
time that she had left her husband and was 
living with Guldensuppe at 439 Ninth ay- 
enue.

The miscalculation of the murderers be- 
came plain in the most ordinary way. A 
strange man boarded inbound freight train 
No. 69 on the Big Four road about 2 o’clock 
in the morning and reported to Conductor 
Hellmer that a man had just been killed 
a short distance up the track. The in- 
formant was excited, and before he could 
be questioned further he jumped off the ca- 
boose and disappeared. 

Conductor Hellmer took his train on to 
Brooklyn and there reported the informa- 
tion to the night yard-master. The night 
watchman then telephoned the fact of what 
seemed then an accident to the middle yard 
office and requested that the body be sent 
for. He also telephoned the news to the 
East St. Louls Police Station. This was 
about 2: 30 o’clock. 

As a messenger from the middle yard of- 
fice started down the track to the point of 
the accident he was met half way by H. J. 
White, one of the yard switchmen. 

“A man has been run over back yonder,” 
said White. 

“I know it,” answered the messenger. 
“I’m on my way there now.” 

“But it just this moment happened,’’ said 
White. “How could you know it?’ 

It was no time then to solve mysteries, 
and White turned back with the messenger 
to the spot where the body lay. A crowd 
had gathered in the meantime and stood 
around the body. 

Thomas McKenna, night watchman for 
the Wabash road, was in the crowd. He 
slipped his hand up one of the dead man’s 
trousers and felt the flesh. It was cold to 
the touch. McKenna then opened the shirt 
and felt the body. It, too, was as cold ag 
bodies ever get after death. 

“Get a lantern,”’ said McKenna, “and let 
me look closer at the face. I may know 
the man.” 

The moon was shining brightly, but the 
body lay upon the stomach and the face was 
not in plain view. The body was rolled over, 
but the head remained in the same position 
on the ground.

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THE SYMPATHY OF THE WORLD 
GOES OUT 10 STARVING CUBANS 


Reports of the State Department Confirm the State- 
ments Made by a Post-Dispatch 
Staff Correspondent.

GEN. BLANCO CANNOT GIVE RELIEF. 


Weyler Has Imposed Conditions on the People of the Island 
Which His Successor Is Powerless to Remedy 
Even if Disposed to Do So.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 10.—At the Cabinet meeting President McKinley 
expressed profound sympathy for the suffering women and children now dying of 


starvation in Cuba. 


When Secretary Sherman entered the Cabinet chamber in the White House, 
President McKinley referred to the published statements of the starvation in Cuba 
and commended the Secretary’s expression of the universal sentiments of sympathy, 
if not of horror, with which the American people read the details of the suffering 


in the island. 


The President’s remarks brought up the whole Cuban question. 


It was then 


revealed that-the United States Consul’s report, recently received at the State De- 
partment, not only verifies all the details which the Post-Dispatch has made public 
of the starvation of a large percentage of the women and children of Cuba, but 
the Consul reports that there is no immediate prospect ‘of the alleviation of the 


suffering. 


Even if Blanco reverses the policy of Weyler so far as to extend the 


territory in which the Cubans will be allowed to cultivate their farms, the relief 
will now come too late to prevent the deaths of thousands. 

Members of the Cabinet interpret the reports made by Consuls as indicating 
that the plight in which Weyler has left Cuba is so horrible that his successor is 


powerless to afford immediate remedy even if he is disposed to do so. 


His good 


faith and sincerity of intention are not doubted. 

The indications are that unless the President presents the matter in some forci- 
ble way to Congress, that body will try to take the whole Cuban question into its 
own hands promptly after assembling on December 6. 

After the Cabinet meeting Attorney General McKenna said to the Post-Dis- 


patch correspondent: 


“You can say that the Cuban sufferers have my sincere sympathy and prayers 


for speedy relief.” 


Secretary Gage spoke in like manner. 
“The sympathy of the entire nation and of the whole world goes out to the 


said. 


“They have my hearty sympathy,” he 


starving Cubans. I sincerely trust the awful privations will soon be a thing of the 


past.” 


The Cabinet officers do not agree as to the extent to which interference on the 


part of this Government would be justifiable. 


Those members representing great 


business companies are adverse to any policy savoring of intervention or calculated 


to produce war. 


But it has become evident to all that the pacific character of 


Spain’s response to the representations made by Minister Woodford, or any assur- 
ances concerning self-government or the institution of reforms in Cuba, will not 
be sufficient to satisfy an overwhelming public sentiment. 


M’KINLEY PAVES THE WAY 
FOR SPAIN’S PROCRASTINATION. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—It is becoming 
evident that President McKinley is paving 
the way for further procrastination on the 
part of Spain in ending the Cuban war. To. 
day the indications are that the President’s 
message to Congress will declare that 
Spain’s reply to Woodford’s note is emi- 
nently satisfactory to this Government, as 


in it the Spanish ministry pledges itself to | 


correct the abuses of power in Cuba which 
was the subject of so much complaint dur- 
ing the Weyler administration, and gives 
assurance of its friendly feeling toward the 
American people. 

Hie will say that Spain accepts our good 
offices in its efforts to restore peace in Cuba 
and in a perfectly respectful and friendly 
spirit asks this Government 6o far as pos- 
sible to restrain the insurgent sympathiz- 
ws in the United States from giving mate- 


rial ald to the enemies of Spain in Cuba, The 
reply, the message will say, intimates that 
but for the assistance that has been given 
them by filibusters from the United States 
eng would have been restored long. ago, 
ut it does not contain a sentence that could 
give offense or be construed into an expres- 
Sion of an unfriendly purpose or feeling 
ogainst the Government of the United 
States. 

On the contrary, the note, it will be 
Stated, is distinctly conciliatory in tone, 
although insisting upon the right and duty 
of Spain to put down an armed dinsurrec- 
tron within its own territory. 

It is plainly evident that the reply thas 
made a favorable impression upon McKin- 
ley and the members of the Cabinet, and it 
is not unlikely that one of the features of 
his torthcoming message to Congress will 
be the statement that there is nothing in 
the situation to justify present interference 
on the part of the United States.

candidate may expend $100 for each 06,000 
votes cast for that office at the preceding 
election, and so forth, making the total 
amount a matter of calculation. Under the 
provisions of that section I calculated that 
a candidate for the office of Judge of the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals could not spend 
more than between $1,700 and $1,800, which 
it is estimated Judge Bland exceded. 
“The law is unjust in some respects, In 
that it holds a candidate responsible for 
money spent in his interest by others with 
hig knowledge or sanction. When prepar- 
ing- my return to the Secretary of State I 
considered it incumbent upon me to ascer- 
tain and report what I knew or had reason 
to know had been spent by others. Hence, 
I included an amount paid out by the Bar 
Association for pamphlets and letters, about 
$100 or $200. That's where the law is unfair, 
as I could not, perhaps, have prevented 
that expenditure if I had so desired. The 
lawvers were free American citizens. But 
I d'd it in order not to offend even the let- 
ter of the law. 

The eighth.section makes @ person who 
fails to file the necessary return subject to 
a fine not exceeding $1,000, which shall be 
recovered by the Attorney-General or the 
Prosecuting Attorney. is is merely 
cumulative punishment. The ninth section 
provides that no person shall enter upon 
the duties of h‘s office, nor draw the salary 
thereof, until he shall have complied with 
this law.

BRING OUT THE TRUTH. 

It has been charged that an ante- 
election deal was entered into in behalf 
of Judge Bland of the Court of Appeals, 
by which Judge Bland, in consideration 
of the payment of $1,000 to the Populist 
State Committee and a promise of an 
appointment, secured the withdrawal in 
his favor of J. W. North, the Populist 
candidate for the Court of Appeals. The 
charge is supplemented by letters which 
were published in yesterday’s Post-Dis- 
patch. 

If the charge is true, the corrupt prac- 
tices act has been violated and a gross 
stain has been placed upon the bench of 
Missouri. The law is clear as to the of- 
fense and its punishment. Its prohibi- 
tions with regard to the use of money, 
influence or promises to secure election 
are comprefensive, Its provisions for 
securing evidence, for the prosecution 
and punishment of offenders are plain 
and effective. Every dollar of expendi- 
ture by candidates and committees must 
be accounted for and the purpose for 
which it is expended set down. 

If Judge Biand or any agent or com. 
mittee acting for him paid money to 
J. W. North or to an agent or committee 
for his withdrawal, the fact should ap- 
pear in the sworn statements of Judge 
Bland and the Treasurer of the Demo- 
cratic Committee. If it does not appear 
in the statements they are liable to pros- 
ecution. If the money was paid to the 
Populists or payments or promises were 
made to Mr. North, Judge Bland and the 
committeemen and all who participated 
in the deal must be prosecuted. Judge 
Bland is liable to be ousted from office 
by the candidate securing the next high- 
est number of votes. 

The law is so clear and the matter I!s 
of so much importance that immediate 
steps should be taken to ascertain the 
truth. Neither Judge Bland nor the 
bench can rest under the imputation of 
an illegal and corrupt bargain. Judge 
Bland should not only assert his inno- 
cence, but seek vindication in court. If 
the-men who are making the charges are 
acting in good faith they will press them 
to a proper conclusion in the courts. The 
matter should be takén out of the sphere 
of political scandal and of partisan news- 
paper trial and the truth or falsity of the 
charges settled in court.

The city through the Board of Public 
Improvements should specify the lines 
for which franchises ‘are to be granted, 
and the ground for the grant should be 
public necessity alone. The city should , 
fix the minimum price of the franchise, | 
either in returns to. the city from the 
earnings of the road or In reduced fares 
When the earnings reach reasonable 
profit on the money invested. 

It is a question of method rather than 
flaw. Franchises are privileges granted 
by the city for the good of the commu- 
nity. The municipality can dispose of 
them for whatever j purpose and 
upon whatever terms within the provis- 
ions of general laws it pleases. 

The Julian law was framed and passed 
to check dishonest municipal officers from 
turning over valuable franchises to cor- 
porations and speculators without any 
compensation. It does not. prevent city 

authorities from adjusting to the best ad- 

vantage the methods of granting fran- 

chises. 

Honest, common-sense business meth- 

ods are all that are needed to protect cit- 

izens from unnecessary lines and from 

franchise steals. Citizens should be sat- |! 
isfied with nothing less. They should 

effectively demand that public interest 

and not private greed shal] be subserved 

in the disposal of franchises.

Found a Few Weeks Ago Living in Luxury in an Old Chateau 
in Southern France. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—Nine years ago, 
September, 1888, William R. Foster fled this 
country. It was discovered that he was a 
defaulted to the amount of $193,000, 

He has been arrested in Neuilly, France, 
and will be brought back to this country 
to face his crime. 

For whom was this fortune stolen? For 
a woman—a wee slip of a girl, only a hand- 
ful of grace and winsomeness and fascina- 
tion—his ward, Lola Beloite. 

Foster is the son of the late millionaire 
flour merchant. He is a graduate of Colum- 
bia Law School. He was the legal adviser 
of the Gratuity Fund of the New York 
Produce Exchange, and received from that 
source an income of $10,000 a year. From 
-his private practice he received as much 
more. He was a member of the University, 
South Side, Downtown, Union and New- 
port Clubs. 

Personally he was aman of distinguished 


appearance and engaging manner, being 
tall, well built, with large dark eyes and 
hair. He wWas an frreproachable dresser. He 
Was popular with his fellows. He had the 
tastes of the average New York business 
and societv man. He was open-handed, gen- 
erous—extravagant, possibiy at times, 
though not recklessly so for his income of 


000, 
It is safe to ony that there was not a 
member of the Produce Exchange who 
stood on a more enviable plane, who was 
more admired and respected than the hand- 
some, dashing young fellow who had the 
entire charge of the financial affairs of the 
eee Fund, 

The change in these conditions come when 
Lola Beloite came into Foster's life. 

Her mother kept a boarding-house at As- 
bury Park. No one knows quite where or 
how the dignified young lawyer first met 
the girl who became his ward, was educated 

, introduced thereafter as his neice, 
4d with him and who, his 
, Is now his legal wife. 

Foster lavished presents fit for a princess 
upon his girl sweetheart. She had only to 
suggKest a desire, a wish, and it was granted. 
It was a fairy-tale existence. Poor little 
Cinderella had found her handsome, gener- 
ous prince, 

At Bayport, L. IL, is a superb mansion, 
surrounded by great trees, tropical flowers, 
murmuring fountains and dim, dark, wind- 
ing paths—a perfect setting for a love 
drama. This beautiful home Foster be- 
stowed upon his ward, and here she ‘was 
installed as mistress. 

Traps and carriages and horses were pro- 
vided for this little girl who used to walt 
upon her mother’s summer boarders, and 
who had been pleased with the present of a 
ribbon or a pair of gloves. 

Foster had neglected his practice for this 
girl. He could not bear a stuffy town 
office, nor musty books, nor tedious papers, 
when he thought of the birds, the flowers, 
the moonlight of Bayport and the entranc- 
ing woman who awaited him amid these 
poetic environments, 

His practice was falling rapidly away. 
He needed money. So he forged—this gen- 
tleman, well born, well bred,: well educated. 
To support the woman he adored in silken 
luxury he became a thief. 

His methods were to prepare a mort- 
gage on certain property, forge the signa- 


ture of the Register, attach a false seal 
and execute any other forgeries that might 
be necessary to give the document a legal 
aspect. Checks for the fictitious mortgages 
were then drawn upon the Gratuity Fund 
and pocketed by the forger. 

It is not yet known how long these for- 
geries were vein AE san Some detlare they 
began five years before the discovery. 

Strangely enough, fit was through another 
man’s crime that the trustees of the Gra- 
tuity Fund first became suspicious of their 
counsel. 

James BB. Bedell, a member of the law 
firm of Shipman, Barlow, Larocque & 
Choate, was found to have been conducting 
b.g sw.ndling operations by means of forged 
mortgages. When Bedell’s operations were 
made public and the crime was in every 
one’s mouth, Foster made a significant re- 
mark—a remark which led to his undoing: 
“It igs easy to get rid of money,” he said. 
“What is $00 to a woman? It goes so easy 
that it mounts up fast.’’ 

One of the trustees of the Gratuity Fund 
overheard his remark, and it set him think- 
ing. A whisper had crept to the Produce 
Exchange of the beautiful girl in Bayport. 
Foster was often laughing'y spoken of as 
‘fa devil of a fellow,” “‘a high roller’ and 
“a great old boy.”’ 

This trustee, Alexander Wrenn, suggested 
to the secretary of the fund the advisabil- 
ity of calling upon Foster to show how his 
accounts stood and to have his securities ex- 
amined. 

When Foster was spoken to on the sub- 
ject he made some frivolous objection to 
the proposed examination. But his objec- 
tion was dismissed and he was ordered to 
appear before the trustees on September 
26 


The trustees met, but their legal adviser 
was not there. He had absconded, 

Detectives tracked him through Vermont 
to Canada, but did not succeed in capturing 
him. To all intents and purposes William 
R. Foster disappeared from off the face of 
the earth. 

With him went the woman in the affair; 
the woman for whose caprices he had 
toesed away his reputation, his future and 
his honor. 

For nine years they have wandered in 
far lands. A glimpse of them has been 
caught here and there; rumors of their life 
abroad have drifted back to this country, 
but always vague, intangible rumors. They 
have been seen in Spain, it is said, and in 
England, and two years ago were supposed 
to be in Zurich, Switzerland. 

During Foster’s exile his father has died 
and willed him $200,000. 

William Foster, §Sr., paid the fund $50,000, 
and the Bayport house was seized and sold 
for $26,000. This makes Foster’s present in- 
debtedness to the fund $177,000, which his 
friends claim he has been willing to pay 
if the fund would waive criminal proceed- 
ings against him. 

Duncan C. Norvell is clerk of the Gratuity. 
Fund. Last summer he spent his vacation 
in Swtzerland. 

It was while there that Mr. Norvell heard 
rumors of an American who was leading a 
life of extravagant ease and luxury ina 
suburb old chateau near Neuilly, France. 

Mr. Norvell communicated his discoveries 
to the trustees of the Gratuity Fund on his 
return from Furope. He was delegated to 
go back and work with Scotland Yard de- 
tectives, who were already on the trial of 
the rich Americans at Neuilly. ‘ 

Mr. Norvell sailed and within three days 
after his oe the arrest of William

BOTH TRUSTS 


Special Meeting of the Trustees Called 
for Wednesday Evening to Con- 
sider Mr. Ziegenhein’s Plan 
—The Author’s Views. 


The Mullanphy Board meets in special 
session Wednesday afternoon at 8 o’clock 
to consider the most important proposition 
that has been presented to it for years. 

The Mullanphy assets consist of-a large 
amount of real estate that produces no in- 
come, and are in fact a burden to that 
portion of the estate that earns dividends. 
It has long been a question what to do with 
this idle real estate, and it is said by a 
member of the board that to Mayor Ziegen- 
hein belongs the credit of advancing a so- 


lution of the problem. 

Members of the board have realized that 
the purposes of the fund created by Bryan 
Mullanphy have been outgrown by the ad- 


vanced conditions of the times, and his 
philanthropy is simply superfluous in this 
age of the city and the cond.tions Bim 
to emigrants seeking homes in the Unite 
Statees via St. Louis. 

The proposition to be considered at to- 
day’s special session is to bond the idle real 
estate for as near its value as possible and 
to devote those bonds to the erection of a 
city hospital. 

The dea is the Mayor’s and the scheme !s 
to make this idle real estate earn a divi- 
dend for the Mullanphy fund and at the 
same time serve to meet a great public 
need in the way of a new hospital. 

The Mayor is not only anxious to see such 
a hospital commenced, but completed dur- 
ing his term, and in the face of a lack of 
public revenue for such a purpose believes 
that he sees a feasible plan. , 

It is estimated that this idle Mullanphy 
real estate can be easily bonded for fully 
$500,000, at 4 per cent. maturing in twenty, 
thirty and fifty years. This would add not 
less than $20,000 annually to the Mullanphy 
fund, about what the city is paying rent 
for temporary hospital quarters at Seven- 
teenth and Pine streets. 

The proposition would come from the 
board as an ordinance to the Municipal AS- 
sembly conta‘ning three clauses: First, to 
bond the idle real estate; second, to lend the 
proceeds of the bonds to the city for a 
special purpose, and third, a redemption 
clause to liquidate the bonds whenever the 
City Hospital sinking fund would justify it. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter asked 
Mayor Ziegenhein about the proposition, he 
said: : 

‘Yes, I have thought over that idea soma, 
and believe it will be a good one. If it 
should carry it will certainly be a good 
thing for the Mullanphy fund and a ma- 
terial benefit to the city. 

“At the present rate it will be years be- 
fore we could build qa hospital commen- 
surate with the needs of the city. But with 
these proposed Mullanphy bonds we could 
commence work in a few months, and in 
a year have well nigh completed a modern 
hospital on the old site, and there is none 
better to be found in, the city. 

“For these reasons I favor the proposi- 
tion as one of mutual benefit to two great 
public -trusts, and I know it offers the 
cheapest and most expeditious-method of 
obtaining a new city hospita.”’ 


MISS BOWLES MANY INJURIES 


Victim of the Chemical Building Acci- 
dent Suffering Intense Pain. 


Miss Lou Bowles, who had such a miracu. 
lous escape from instant death in an ele- 
vator at the Chemical building Tuesday af- 


ternoon, is suffering intense pain. Dr. Boyd 
States that she will probably recover, but 
it will be at least three months before she 
is able to leave her bed. 

Both bones of her right leg are shattered 
below the knee; her right shoulder blade is 
broken near the point of the shoulder; her 
collar-bone ig¢ broken near the right shoul- 
der and one of the projecting bones of the 
vertabrae near the middle of the back is 
broken. She also sustained a gash in her 
forehead three inches long, penetrating to 
the bone.

ING IS AWARDED THE SHAW 
ESTATE MEDAL, 


ITS DISCOVERY AN ACCIDENT. 


Beautiful Display at the Flower Show 
That Is Attracting 
Crowds. 


An ever-blooming tuberose is the find of 
the year. It was awarded first prize at 
the Flower Show Wednesday. The prize 
was Offered by the Shaw Estate fora plant 
of decided merit for cultivation, not pre- 
viously an article of North American floral 
commerce. 

The specimens were shown by Luther 
Armstrong, a florist from Kirkwood. Mr. 
Armstrong admits the wonderful flower 1s 
an accident. Six years ago he received some 
bulbs from Texas: One was of peculiar 
formation. He planted it and watched iis 
growth carefully. It sent up a blooming 
stalk that did not differ materially from that 
of other tuberoses. 

The. blooms were single, of delightful 
fragrance, pure white and waxen and far 
more numerous than usually seen on piants 
of the single variety. Before the blossoms 
began to disappear a new blooming sialk 
shot up and tn a short time the plant was 
laden with fresh flowers. 

The plant was grown in the open and 
was still in bloom when frost came, efter 
having blossomed all] summer. 

The bulbs multiplied rapidly and since 
he discovered the plant he has produced 
Several thousand. 

The tuberose is not adapted to _ winter 
bloomin . but if the plant is potted it will 
bloom al] Winter. The stem though is more 
tender, and will not support the bunch of 
blossoms unless it is supported. 

There were only two entries for this 
rincipal prize. The other was the Isoloma 
iirsuta, an entirely new plant shown by 
gohn Young, St. Louis. This was discovered 
it Mr. Young in England last summer and

DUTIES OF THE PROFESSION. 


The Time Has Come for Medical Men 
to Divide the Burdens, Said 
Dr. Johnston. 


The attendance at the second day’s ses- 
s.on of the Southern Surgical and Gynec- 
Ological Association was larger than_ the 
first, for a score of belated members ar- 
rived during the night. 

The day’s programme attracted many 
local physicians, who joined freely in the 
discussion of papers. 

The morning was devoted almost entirely 
to essays on gynecology and debates on dis- 
puted details. 

A banquet will bé tendered the association, 
Visitors and local surgeons, Wednesday 
evening, at 7 o’clock at the Southern. 

were read by Drs. Howard A. 
jaltimore, L. S. MecMurty, Louis- 
} Joseph Taber Johnson, Washington; 
M. McGannon, Nashville; D. F. Tailey, 
Birmingham, and H. H. Grant, Lou'sville. 

The president’s address was warmiy re- 
ceived. He chose a subject that every 
thinking physician had debated in his own 
mind and the suggestions met general ap- 
probation. 

Dr. Johnson said: 

“The president is allowed great latitude 
in his selection of a theme for h‘s annual 
address. I have avoided a strictly profes- 
sional subject, and have thought proper to 
d.scuss briefly the subject of ‘The Prev- 


alence of Specialism, and Who Shall Be 
Specialists?’ 
“The tendency of the times is toward 


specialism in medicine. The science of medi- 
c.ne has grown to such gigantic proportions 
that no one mind can any longer thorough- 
ly master every deta.l; hence the necessity 
for specialism. It is desirable because it 
gives to the profession and the people the 
most intelligent consultants and the most 
skilled attendants. 

“The principal reasons for the existence 


of specialism are: The growth and de- 
velopment of medicine, the peculiar apti- 
tude and tastes of individuals and their 


opportunities for acquiring a special KkKnowl- 
edge and particular skill, the larger reve- 
nues afforded, the greater leisure’ and 
celebrity to those who pursue them and the 
demand of an improperly educated public. 
“T would divide-specialists into two kinds; 


the true and the pseudo specialists. The 
profession recognizes the excellence and 
value of the one, whilst the other derives 


his standing from the magic term ‘special- 
ist,’ which is so ill understood by the pub- 
lic. 

“The professional ualities of the true 
specialist may be likened to a massive 
pyramid, the finished capstone of which 
constitutes the specialty. In the case of the 
pseudo specialist this pyramid of learning 
is inverted—there is no base of knowledge 
—it is top-heavy and unstable, 

‘The real value of a specialist depends 
upon his broad cultivation in the depart- 
ment of general medicine—a mind well 
stored with facts, experience derived from 
contact with all forms of disease and a 
judgment matured by observation and un- 
derstanding. 

“Tike an officer in our army or navy, he 
must know all that is taught the common 
soldier or sailor. How, then, can a tyro, a 
neophiti, boldly step upon the stage of 
specialism and claim equal rights with he 
who has won his spurs by hard, incessant 
work? 

‘The present system has 
vantages. It 


many disad- 
perm'ts unqualified men to 
foist themselves upon the pen as special- 
ists. The public ignorantly confides itself 
to these poorly equipped men, in the belief 
that they are securing the best services the 
profess:on affords. 

“The public has been improperly educated 
to the tdea of specialism. Specialism means 
more to the lay mind than to the profes- 
sional. In the public eye all specialists stand 
upon the same footing, possessing ail the 
needful requirements to give the best serv- 
ice. We are responsible for this lack of dis-

Mr. Ittner reported to the Board of Edu- 
cation at Tuesday night’s meeting that:
